White Mountain National Forest. 
Immediately after report of the 


wreckage and the radio m e ssa ge - 
indicating that at lea st one of the 
missing seven persons still lived— 
search parties went into action.

Some 30 planes combed the area 
in flying conditions described as 
“ ex trem ely 
rough.” 
The 
Berlin 
Airport at Milan w7as closed due 
to poor visibility accompanying a 
heavy snowfall. 
The general search area was de­ 
scribed as quite mountainous but 
with several large sections of flat 
ground. From one to two feet of 
snow' covered the ground. 
Robert L. Turner, airline vice 
president, said the radio m essa ge 
was sent on an emergency fre­ 
quency. 
Turner said the m essa ge was 
identified as from “ 79 2,” the flight 
destination of the missing plane. 
Three passengers and four crew­ 
men were aboard the twin-engine 
DC-3. 
An air search was 
conducted 
Tuesday in this area after hunters 
and others in the vicinity of Mt. 
Pequawket reported hearing an ex ­ 
plosion-like noise sometime before 
noon. 
The plane acknowledged at 11:15

W e’ll continue with Bob T uttle’s letter re­ 
garding the organization of the Army Re­ 
serv e units in Rushv ille: 
“ About a m onth ago, the United States 
Army Reserv e of Region One, Fort Harri­ 
son, called a m eeting at the American Le­ 
gion Hall to discuss the possibilities of form­ 
ing units in this city . At that m eeting 
enough interest was shown by v arious citi­ 
zens. . .to encourage the forming of these 
units. At present there has been enough or­ 
ganization taking place to warrant the acti­ 
v ation of three units v ery soon. One of the 
units will be a battery of the 535th Anti- 
Aircraft Artillery Battalion. This unit will 
consist of approx im ately six officers and 125 
enlisted men and will be commanded by Lt. 
Dav id Durbin. Another unit is the Medical 
Detatchm ent for the Anti-Aircraft B attal­ 
ion It will consist of one officer and 11 men 
and will be commanded by Lt. Harry G. Mc­ 
Kee, a local doctor who has recently seen 
serv ice in Austria. The other unit is the 
Army Postal Unit which I will command. 
It will consist of one officer and 15 enlisted 
men. The unit is already filled to full 
strength. 
“ From the ones contacted in this city , 
and other cities close by , many of the fel­ 
lows and their parents wanted to know 
about this reserv e program, which brings 
us to this point: Perhaps y ou citizens want 
to know what it is about. First of all, a boy 
with no m ilitary serv ice is obligated to serv e 
eight y ears in the military program. Two 
y ears m ust be on activ e duty status, and 
the remainder may be serv ed in the re­ 
serv es. That is his obligation. A boy may 
start that obligation when he is 17 y ears 
old. At present he could get approx imately 
three y ears in the reserv es before being 
drafted. There is no way a boy may av oid 
the draft, that is unless he is phy sically un­ 
qualified. This prov ides a chance for a boy 
to serv e part of his reserv e obligation, learn 
the way s of the Armed Forces the easy 
way instead of going in ‘green/ He may 
enlist just prior to being drafted and take 
his rating on into the Army with him. The 
question has been asked, ‘Can I get into 
another part of the Armed Forces ev en 
though I join the Army Reserv es?’ Sure, y ou 
can enlist in the Nav y , Marines, Air Force, 
etc., prov ided y ou enlist prior to being 
drafted. . .”

WASHINGTON fr — President Eisenhower has re 
tained su ch immense p ersonal p op u larity throu gh 
the first two y ears of his term he p robably will hold 
this p u blic esteem to the end. 
For a man two y ears in the White Hou se, he has 
been almost abazingly free of p ersonal attacks or 
abu se. For one thing, p oliticians who might like to 
take a crack at him may hav e felt it too risky to 
tackle a national hero. 
Bu t Eisenhower himself, althou gh a nov ice in p oli­ 
tics, has followed the one cou rse best calcu lated to 
bring him a minimu m of abu se: by making no p er­ 
sonal attacks. 
Perhap s the best ex amp le of this is his handling 
of Sen M cCarthy —he has treated Sen. Knowland of 
California v ery carefu lly too—who has rep eatedly 
step p ed on the toes of the administration. 
Yet, before his term is u p Eisenhower may think it 
necessary to take a far tou gher p osition on m atters 
affecting his administration. More than his own p er­ 
sonal p op u larity is at stake these nex t two y ears. 
In 1956 the v oters will decide not only whether the 
Rep u blicans shou ld stay in office bu t p erhap s ev en 
the fu tu re of the Rep u blican p arty itself. 
The Rep u blicans as a whole cannot claim eq u al j 
p op u larity with Eisenhower. There are two ex amp les j 
of that: He ran far m front of the p arty in 1952; and ■ 
the Rep u blicans lost control of Congress to the Dem­ 
ocrats in last month’s elections while Eisenhower’s | 
p op u larity rating was still regarded as high. 
The Rep u blicans will not p resent an enticing sp ec- j 
tacle to the v oters if between now and 
1956 they show ; 
themselv es sp lit on domestic and foreign affairs, 
with some of them in steady op p osition to Eisen­ 
hower or at least to his administration. 
That Eisenhower can ex p ect trou ble from McCar- | 
thy seems a foregone conclu sion. Ev en if he is cen­ 
su red this week, the Wisconsin Rep u blican say s, he ' 
will continu e his search for Commu nists. His most 
likely searching grou nd is the administration, as it I 
was these p ast two y ears. 
McCarthy has a following, inside and ou tside Con­ 
gress and in the Rep u blican p arty . It may not be j 
a majority following bu t it cou ld create bad sp irits j 
which might ru in the p arty ’s chances in 1956.
